WASHINGTON (AP)—After 


83 days of debate, the longest 
in its history, the Senate passed 
the civil rights bill Friday night 
by an overwhelming 73-27 vote. 


With 
that 
historic 
hurdle 


cleared the bill goes to the 
4 House on Monday where it is 


expected to receive prompt ap- 
proval. 


House leaders predicted that 


after a brief struggle the meas- 
ure—to arm the federal govern- 
ment with the greatest power 
since Reconstruction to attack 
racial discrimination — will be 
on President Johnson's 
desk 


ready to be signed into law by 


* July 4. 


In San Francisco, Johnson 


applauded the action, declar- 
ing: 


"Senate passage of the rights 


bill is a major step toward equal 
opportunities for all Americans. 
I congratulate senators of both 
parties who worked to make 
passage possible. 


"I look forward to the day, 


which will not be long forth- 


9- coming, when the bill becomes 


law. That will be a milestone 
in America's progress toward 
full justice for all her citizens." 


Civil rights leaders also hailed 


passage of the measure as "an 
act of good will and reconcilia- 
tion" and "the greatest single 
triumph for human rights in our 
country since the Emancipation 
Proclamation."

igreed to present the proposal to 
the union members. 


Terms of the agreement were 


not valid but the union is ex- 
jected to vote on the proposals 
it a meeting Saturday night at 
Massena, N.Y.

A racial stalemate deepened to- 
day when the St. John County 
grand jury refused to accept a 
proposal by integration leader 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. that 
the jury set up a negotiating 
group immediately. 


Jury foreman R. Auburey Da- 


vis issued a statement after 
King proposed that the jury re- 
convene its special session and 
appoint a biracial committee. 


"The grand jury will not be 


intimidated," Davis said. "We 
will not negotiate. We will not 
alter our presentment." 


The jury Thursday reconv 


mended a 30-day cooling off pe- 
riod to be followed by creation 
of a biracial group by the jury. 
King rejected this. 


King told an earlier news 


conference that demonstrations 
would be suspended for one 
week if the grand jury would re- 
convene in a few days and ap- 
point a biracial committee.

ground, Negroes prepared for 
new demonstrations later today. 
and whites were reported plan- 
ning a march tonight.

1VK)SCOW (AP) - The Com- 


munist party paper Pravda's 
picture of America today: A na- 
tion of brainwashed millions liv- 
ing in a poisoned atmosphere 
and conditioned from childhood 
against thinking for themselves. 


"Their brains have been put 


on the assembly line," wrote 
commentator Yuri Z h u k o v. 
"The brainwashing is done not 
only by the radio, but by the 
church, by films and the pub- 
lishers of cheap books and par- 
ticularly by television. 


"A 
person 
is conditioned 


against thinking. For every con- 
tingency there is ready for him 
a portion of standard, sterilized 
spiritual food in gaudy wrap- 
ping." 


The brainwashing begins at 


school age, said Zhukov, and 
right up to their college and mil- 
itary service days Americans 
are "trained and inured against 
communism." 


"No 
wonder," 
he 
added, 


"that many Americans who all 
through their life are. subjected 
to this terrible brainwashing 
are misled people incapable of 
finding their bearings in the 
most ordinary things." 


Zhukov, who mentioned that 


he visited the United States in 
the fall of 1962, gave no clue as 
to his reason for writing his 
criticisms now. 
Even children's painting books 
have an anti-Communist slant, 
the Pravda man complained. 
He recalled in 1962 buying a 
coloring book that had "mali- 
cious cartoons" of Communist 
statesmen.

learjngs are over and the find- 
ngs due within a fortnight, but 
;he Warren commission kept its 
door ajar 'today for any belat- 
sd disclosures on the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 


If the .presidential body head- 


ed by Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren meets its timetable, the 
public, will know by June 30 all 
that the investigative resources 
of the government could uncov- 
er on the Dallas tragedy of last 
Nov. 
22. 


President Johnson will receive 


a report totaling more than 500 
pages, supported by transcripts 
of testimony which are said to 
rival in bulk the findings of the 
Pearl Harbor Commission after 
World War II. 


There may be some surprises, 


commission sources have hint- 
ed. But there is no indication 
that the seven-month investiga- 
tion had turned up any disclo- 
sures casting serious doubt on 
the FBI's original basic conclu- 
sions. 


The FBI's report remains se- 


cret still, but it is known to in- 
dicate that Lee Harvey Oswald 
the 
embittered 
ex - Marine 


marksman, conceived the slay- 
ing and executed it alone. Two 
days after the assassination, Os- 
wald was shot to death in the 
Dallas jail by Jack Ruby, a Dal- 
las night club operator. 


It was learned, however, that 


the commission stands ready to 
receive any last-minute informa 
tion offered and may itself re 
call witnesses if members fine 
any points which need clarifying 
during the writing of the report 


In addition, FBI Director J 


Edgar 
Hoover has predictec 


that investigations will continue 
"for 
years to come," even 


though the life of the Warren 
commission expires with the fil 
ing of its report.

Thinks Court 
Decision 
Was Justice

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has opened the 
loors to a double revolution in 
i\merican life—and given it a 
lew sense of justice—by step- 
ping into a vacuum in race and 
lolitics. 


The vacuum was created by 
he failure of the democratic 
process to wipe out two injus- 
ices which the ruling forces— 
,vhite majorities and politicians 
—sought to ignore. 


The court has angered many 


with its willingness to act where 
nil held back. But the alterna- 
tive was to let the democratic 
process 
decay, 
which would 


lave been a confession of dem- 
ocratic failure and national im- 
potence. 


The first revolution began just 


over 10 years ago when the 
court on May 17, 1954, declared 
the principle of racial segrega- 
tion unconstitutional by outlaw- 
ing 
segregation 
in 
public 


schools. 


The second revolution began 


with three decisions — one in 
1962, two this year — that elec- 
tions to state legislatures and 
the House in Congress must be 
made more democratic by try- 
ing to give all voters an equal 
voice. 


The court has been accused of 


usurping power. 
If 
Congress 


thought so, it would have tried 
to curb the court. It did not. In- 
stead, it accepted as law whal 
the court did and has sought to 
conform to it. 


Thus to the rest of the world, 


not entangled in American pol- 
ilics or its racial prejudices, the 
court stands as an expression of 
the national democratic con- 
science at the very momnt this 
country seeks 
to be a demo- 


craic symbol.

It is a logical consequence of 


the end of the colonial era, a 
consequence that was not fore- 
seen when 50 victor nations of 
World War II signed theUnited 
Nations charter in 1945. The 
membership 
has 
more 
than 


doubled. 


The colonial peoples generally 


looked to independence as the 
beginning 
of 
prosperity 
and 


happiness. 
But 
independence 


has brought only greater pover- 
ty to many. Disappointment 
with the fruits of national lib- 
eration often has turned fnto re- 
sentment 
against the former 


colonial rulers. And while the 
poor countries become steadily 
poorer, the rich countries are 
becoming richer. 


In all Western industrial na- 


tions, 
responsible 
statesmen 


agree that this gap cannot be 
allowed to widen further with- 
out breeding revolution, anar- 
chy and war. 
The Western nations are pour- 
ing money, resources and tech- 
nical skill into the poor coun- 
tries but these contend the help 
is inadequate.
